HiB Excellency tells us that ho has 
already reooustructed tho Executive 
Council by tho addition ot two uooliiciQl 
mombotB, from whoso advica he has re- 
ceived valuable assiBtance ; and he in>. 
tiinates his intention to go further in that 
direction aud on tho samo prineiplo.

Excelloncy'ii assurance was scarcely 
needed, ub the Government programme 
now before the public ia prima facie 
evidence that . th9 , new element has 
not been, vsrithbui'iis'infldeh'de. To 'go 
futher in the same direction and on tho 
same principle' will bo to strongihon 
and etill more popolariso hia govonn 
meiit; and tho people will not bo alow to 
appreciate this further step in the right 
direotioni .irha::^ablio af o'.left jn doubt 
as to what proportion of the Bxecutlve 
Council it is intended ehall be roBponsi' 
bio to tho people, whoihor the popular 

element shall be equal to wo will 

not say the unpopular — tho oCQcial oIch 
Qient, or whether it ehull be Ibhh or more. 
■It'Oannok-be-denied tbat«an E&ooutivo 
!s6,'c6S'Slilnted wlirpoSfeesB'^an element 
of rcBponeibility to tho people ; aud 
just 80 far as this is the case will tho 
change be valuable. J3ut the public 
Bhould not be misled by this complexion 
of apparent responsibility thus about to 
be imparted to that body. The esBence 
of true Eespousible Govei araent is not 
necessarily involved iu this change. 
Even it tho people wci'e allowed a 
majority in the Executive Council — a 
coodiiioh scarcely venture to hope 
,f6r— it will be seen that ihe heads of 
•departraents, the bona fide members of 
the Government, will still bo irrespon- 
Bible, und ibe Government, as BUeh. can 
have no claim to bo called responsible 
in the true and more important sense, 
•i^he Government. would Btill becompe- 
'tenft 'io 'aamiiai8ter"tho affairs of tho 
Colony contr.xry to tho well-understood 
wishes of the people. Let us turn to the 
Legislative Council. 'I shall ask' Bays 
His Excellency, ' for authority so to re- 
constitute the Legislative Council as to 
i allow the majority of its members to be 
formally,, (returned for electoral ' dis- 
.■i-.toiolS;?..'. He?e^agaiu, we have a step in 
l"tM&' "H^hf direction, giving increased 
power to tho people in Iho lower branch; 
i'but here, loo.ouo deteciB, behind a show 
of liberality the possible absence of any 
3,real power. A mnjority may mean a 
'.baie preponderanuo of numbers. But let 
, U8 a*>8ume for the present, purpose that 
' the House is composed of ten offioiai 
and twelve eleciivo members, and thai 
four of the latter shall have scats in the 
Executive. With tho influence it might 
be presomed-to exert in both branches 
■•'w'dnld'nbt the' Government — wo raoun 
that portion of it which would bo still 
irresponsible to tho people — be able to 
have pretty much its own way ? In the 
best of communities the holders of state 
patronage exert a sort of mesmeric influ- 
•nbe : and with both branches coasii- 
tiAed aS'^we have, for the salio of 
argument, nsBumed they will be, very 
litllo 'log-rolling' might bo nocosBary 
in order to secure a count of noses in 
favor of tbo Governmeal. It will also 
be observed how much must depend 
Qpon tbo head of the Ezocniive^admiD" 
istairiDg under such a mongrel system.

It is proposed that this 
colony shall enter tho Donaijijaji|, under 
a Constitution granting inatitutions pre- 
9)0Oling the appoaranco of liberality, 
and it is intimated that tho affairs of 
the Province will ho better administered 
under such a syslom until a groiuor 
fiitiOsa for Bclf-govornT.out shall have 
boon attained, which, . may mean that 
wo aro to bo ck-privod of "thost powers 
-of self-government enjoyed by the other 
Pr07lnoes*bf thV DoWnlon' for years to 
*?&fiao. ^TJndor this arrangomont it can~ 
,iiot bo concealed that British Colunibia 
i^JH oooiipya.falfiO and diBadvaatageous 



position, as compared with tho other 
Proviuees. In handing over tho larger 
questions to bo dealt with at Ottawa, 
we are also asked to hand over to tho 
aulhoritios at Ottawa tho'contr'bl of our 
own IoobI affairB through their appoint- 
oes. Thus the most distant Province 
will bo governed from Ottawa, while 
those near to the I^'edoral capital will 
ho ttllowed to manago their own local 
affairs. This is obviously UDjost, jOur 
very remoteness gives ua an odiiitional 
claim to bo allowed to manage our local 
affairs in Iho freest and fullest senso^ 
becdmo that romotanesa rondera the 
Federal Government loss fit to properly 
understand aud Batisfactorily manago 
local mutterB. Bntjet us doithei Giov- 
ernor full justioe. ' 'Wnile frankly telling 
the people ihat he does uot think it would 
bo wise to give them more liberty, His 
ExcelloQcy reminds them that 'it will, of 
course, after union, be open to tho local 
Legislature, with tho consent of the Gov- 
trnment of the Dominion of Canada to 
adopt whnt modifications it shall cbooso of 
the, existing conBtitulion.' Now this looks 
frtir, and ono is almost disposed lo run 
away with tho idea that tho colonists 
iiavo hero the remedy in their own 
hands, aud that if they want rospon" 
aiblo go,varn<neDC they bavg only to say 
io. Not so, however. Do not you see 
that a Govorumeut so constituted is 
liboly to be very consorvativo ? Men 
holding positions of power and eiuclu- 
iiienl uro not likely to favor a chiiiigo 
calculiUod to curtail their power and 
imperil their emoluments. The whole 
influence of the Govornmont might, 
therefore, bo presumed to bo employed 
as against any modilioalion of its own 
powers; and the change which may at 
rst appear so oiisy of attainment might, 
in all probability would^ cost a pro- 
tracted- atrnggle.-- But -why all this 
unaccountable dread about investing a 
ahrowd and liigbly educated community 
ivith the powers ol Holf-govoinmcut ? 
Tho power to mnnnge their own nfl'jirs 
is a natural riy'U of which no mun or 
elnss of men in entitled to deprive the 
people. Tho Government is for the 
paoplo, not tho people for the Govorn- 
mont. Why, then, deny tho people 
tho righl to a real control in the mun« 
agemeut of their own local affairs ? 
VVhy should not they hold iheir own 
purse-strings ? There is aomelbing 
absurd," easpicious about this dread ot 
intrusting the' people with power.

Vitai'ii' breek, proBpeotiDg,"^4ne 'remainder 
going over a divide to Arctic creek, which 
Humphrey discovered in I8ti8; Uliimotely, 
on comparing notes, they found Viiai's so 
ojuob tbe richer that they concluded to work 
the whole lorce tlioro — and it was from Ih a 
alream that the S8000 wore taken out by the 
Government party of six, tbo other three 
being report' d oIjo to have over 83U00 
ani'iui:;9t them.
